The 6¢ Theodore Roosevelt Stamp 1955-1968 


United States definitive stamps of the Liberty Series, phased in over a period of six years from 
1954 to 1960, gradually replaced stamps of the 1938 Presidential Series. The 6¢ Theodore Roosevelt 
stamp, issued November 18, 1955, was a utility value, which met the double domestic surface letter and 
single domestic air mail letter rates. In combination with other postage it was also used for many other 
domestic and international rates. In 1968 six cents became the rate for single domestic surface letters. 
The 6¢ Franklin D. Roosevelt stamps in the Prominent Americans Series, first issued January 29, 1966, 
replaced the 6¢ ‘Theodore Roosevelt stamp.

ə Insured air mail used to expedite a shipment of live leeches for medicinal use. The combination 
of postal insurance and air mail was seldom used with any type of postage.
